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MINUTES OF THE CITY COUNCIL

Regular Meeting

May 8, 1958
10:00 AM.

Council Chamber, City Hall

The meeting was called to order with Mayor Miller preglding.
Roll call:

Invocation wes delivered by REV, TOM MARTIN, Assistant Pastor, First
Baptist Church, 120 West 10th Street.

Councilman White moved that the Minutes of the Meeting of May 1, 1958,
be approved. The motion, seconded by Councilmen Long, carried by the following
vote:

MR. CHARIES EARL, SAWDERSON and a group were present regerding the paving
of Allandsle Road, urging that the City request State pasrticipation since it
was a Tfarm to market road, and asking that the truck traffic be rerouted;
placing of stop signs and enforcement of speed limits. Mayor Miller redd a
letter received from MR. ED BLUESTEIN, Texas Highway Department, stating that
Department did not participate in the construction cost of Farm-to-Market Roads
within city limits of cities having s population over 5000. As to rerouting
the trucks, the Mayor stated the owners would be encouraged to divide their
truck traffic, but there was nc way of enforcing a rerouting. Police patrol
would be provided to stop the speeding, and a school patrolman was stationed
at the school.

MR, TRICKEIMAN and & group from Vallejo addition and Violet Crown Addi-
tion, appeared before the Counecil reporting a bhad drainage condition in the
ereek in the Arroya Seca and Goodnight Tane areas, stating the creek overflowed,
and that open sewage was draining into the neighborhood. A petition with
approximately 125 signatures was filed, ag were pictures showing the overflow.
The Director of Public Works geve a resume of the work which was planned and
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already started in this creek area, and stated this work wbaihd take care of the
drainage. The Public Health Officer was given a list of streets in the area that
should be fogged, and the Water Superintendent was askéd to check into the sewage
problem. The Mayor announced that the Council would meke a personal inspection
of the ares this afterncon.

Waldine Street
is a dead end street, and very narrow, as it Lowe Street. Miss Barlow stated
also the mosquitos were very bad in this sres due to the overflow of the creek,
The Director of Public Works stated there wasgs nothing set up in the bond pro-
gram for the construction of a bridge across Waldine Street. The Mayor asked
that "dead-end" markers be erected on these streets, and that the area be spray-
ed; end in the me@ntime that maps be prepared of the area and the Courcil would
gee what could be done.

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Addition, as listed in the Travis County Deed Records; for permission to con-
struct and maintein a floating boat dock projecting out into the lake approxi-
mately 45 feet beyond the normal high water level. The construction details
meeting all requirements, I, therefore, recommend that if Saliie Schultz and
Phyllis Walliser are grented their request by the City Counceil, thet it be
subject to the following conditions:

"(1) That nothing but creosoted piles, cedar piles or concrete piles, sub-
stantially braced and bolted to withstand wind and water pressure, be used in thg
construction and that no structure shall extend more than one-third the distance
from shore to shore at the point where structure is located, or be nearer than
ten feet to any side property line of the owner or applicant.

"(2) That no business, such as a restaurant, dance hall, concession stand, or
any other enterprise for the sale of goods, wares and merchandise, except
marine supplies and tackle, and no living quarters of any character, shall be
erected on any pier, dock, wharf, float, island, piling or other structure
extending into or above lake Austin.

"(3) That every structure shall be equipped with proper lights which show all
around the horizon for night use and shall he equipped with flags or other
warnings for daylight use.

"{4) fThat all structures extending out into the Lake be constantly kept in a
state of good repair and thst the premises be kept reasonably clean at all
tines.

Councilmsn Long offered the following resolution and moved its adoption:
" (RESOLUTION)

. WHEREAS, J. M. Odom is the Contractor for the erection of a building
located at 101 East 15th Street and desires a portion of the sidewalk and
street space abutting Block 172, of the Original City of Austin, Travis Coumty,
Texas, during the erection of the building, such space t0 be used in the work
and for the storage of materials therefor; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT space for the uses hereinabove enumerated be granted to said
J. M. Odom, the boundary of which is described as follows:

Sidewalk and Street Working Space

Beginning at the northwest corner of the above described
block; thence in a westerly direction and at right angles
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to the center line of Congress Avenue to a point 13 feet
west of the west curd line; thence in a southerly direction
and parallel to the center line of Congress Avenue approxi-
mately 168 feet to a point; thence in an essterly direction
and gt right angles to the center line of Congress Avenue
to the west line of the sbove described property.

Beginning at the northeast corner of the above described
block; thence in an easterly direction and at right angles
to the center line of Brazos Street to a point 13 feet east
of the west curb line; thence in a southerly direction and
perelliel to the center line of Brazos Street approximately
225 feet to g point; thence in & westerly direction and at
right angles to the center line of Brazos Street to the east
line of the above described property.

2. THAT the gbove privileges and allotment of space are grented to the
said J. M., Odom, hereinafter termed "Contractor", upon the following express
terms and conditions:

(1) That the Contractor shall comnstruct a k-foot walkway within the
outer boundaries of the above described working space, such walkway to be pro-
tected on esch side by a guard rail at least 4 feet high and substantially
braced and anchored, snd without wood strips or cbstructicns of any kind along
the pavement within the walkwsy, and at any time in the opinion of the City
officials it becomes necegsary for any reason to install a board flcor within
the walkway, the Contractor shall upon notice from the Building Inspector
immedigtely place such a wood floor and substantially support same to prevent
sagging under load.

(2) 'That the Contractor is permitted to construct in his working space
a substantial gate which shall be kept closed at all times when not in use,
and gt all times that such gate is open, the Contractor shall maintain a person
at this gate to wern pedestrians and vehicles of approaching tvmcks. This gate
is not to open out so as to impded vehicular or pedestrian {raffic.

(3) That no vehiecles in loasding or unloading material at the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of the alliotted working

space.

(k) That "No Parking" signs shell be placed on the street side of the
barricades.

{(5) That the Contractor is permitted to construct a temporary work
office within such allotted working space provided such work office is not
within 25 feet of any cormer street intersection.

(6) That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the construction of such barricades.

(7) Tat provisions shall be made for the normel flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be respongible for any damage
done due to obstruction of any such storm water.

{(8) That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any
wallway, barrieades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness
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and provide lighting system for all tunnels.

{(9) That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials snd other obstructions on the sidewalk and streetl immediately aftex
the necessity for their existence on ssid sidewalk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk,
barricades, materials, equipment and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than August 1, 1959,

(10) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any snd
all the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installation of
additional barriers or safegusrds if the conditions demand it.

(11) ‘That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as sgainst public needs, and the City, in making such grant reserves
the right to enter and occupy any part or all of sald space any time with its
public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(12) That any public utility, or public or private property disturbed
or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion
of the construction work for salid building projects, whether done by the
Contractor, City Forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired
at the Contractors expensge.

(13} That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety
bond in the sum of Five Thoussnd Dollars ($5000) which shall protect, indemmify
and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or damasges to any person
or property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason of the
exercise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of
Austin and shall gusrantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and all
other public property and public utilities disturbed or removed during the
construction work and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkway
and other safeguards during the occupancy of the space.

The Mayor announced that the ordinance had been finally passed.

The Cipy Attorney discussed a standerd form of contract from the Texas
Highway Department in the Municipal Ordinance and Agreements. In the particular
instance, the Austin (Expressway) east to Elgin, the City Attorney, after de-
tailed explanation recommended that this contract not be signed at this time.

The Mgyor stated he would like to discuss the matter with the highway officiels .

The Council recessed at 12:40 P.M. until 2:30 P.M.

RECESSED MEETING 2:30 P.M.
At 2:30 P.M. the Council resumed its business.

Hearing on closing Sabine Street from East 14th to Easgt 15th was held.
Opposition was expressed by IR. S. H. DRYDEN, 1302 Sabine; MRS. DOUGLAS PRUETT,
Planned Parenthood Board gt 1300 Sabine; MR, R. A. LUXINGER, Trustee for pro-
perty at lkth and Sebine (southwest corner); MR. JOHEN ADAMS; DR, TODERA; DIR.

H. A, SCOTT; DR. BANNER GREGG; MR, WERNER JESSEN, and others. MR. TOM FPORQUEAN,
Administrator of the Hospital, outlined reasons for recommending the closing of
the street. MR. LASSISTER, some nurses and others favored the closing of the
street. After discussion, Mayor Miller introduced the following ordinsnce:
